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The outstanding Office Action objects to the specification and rejects claims 1-3 under 35 
U.S.C. §102(b) as being antioipatedbyDugas (U.S. Patent No. 5,984,334). 

The Office Action ;iIso states that claims 7-21 are allowable and that claims 4-6 are 
objected to as being depead<sat upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Reconsideration of the ^pHcation is respectfully requested ba$ed on the following 
remarks. Claims I. 5. 6, 7, 14. 15, and 20 have been amended to further clarify the subject 
matter regarded as the invention. Claims 2-4 have been canceled. Claims 1 add 5-21 aie now 
pending in fbds applicarion.
